THE PLAN OF ATTACK 



INCREASE AND CONSERVE CROP PR0D0CTI0N 

Grow Cereal Crops 

1. Plant every available acre to a staple crop. 

2. Use only the very best tested seed. 

3. Replace the killed winter wheat with adapted varieties of corn and sorghum. 

Build Silos and Save Surplus 

1. Store the feed supply to prevent waste. 

2. A good supply of silage means more beef and milk. 

3. A silo may be made to pay for itself in one year. 

Do More Intensive Gardening 

1. See that the garden plot is well planted and carefully handled. 

2. Cultivate well and irrigate if necessary. 

3. Can all the surplus. 

Increase Orchard Yield 

1. Give more attention to the farm orchard. 

2. Spray all fruit trees carefully. 

3. Can, dry, preserve every pound of surplus fruit. 



IMPROVE AND INCREASE LIVE STOCK PRODUCTS 

Increase Dairy Production 

1. Improve dairy herd by careful breeding and selecting. 

2. Increase milk production by better care and feeding. 

3. Produce a more wholesome product by adopting sanitary measures. 

Furnish Bigger Beef Supply 

1. Use only good pure-bred sires. 

2. Build up a herd of good beef cows. 

3. Utilize all roughage. 

Raise More Hogs 

1. Do not sell good brood sows. 

2. Produce more fall litters, feed and manage more carefully. 

3. Keep premises clean and sanitary to avoid disease. 

Increase Poultry Products 

1. Poultry and poultry products should be increased 100 per cent. 

2. Eat only the surplus roosters during the summer. 

3. Double the winter egg supply by properly feeding the hens.
